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CARES Monthly VISN Communication Report 

AUGUST 2003 
 
 
       The VISN-level CARES Communication Report for August 2003 is 
summarized on the attached spreadsheets.  The first spreadsheet contains the 
“Stakeholder Outreach” summary; the second spreadsheet includes the 
unsolicited input or inquiries received from the stakeholders and others, and the 
third contains the substantive comments by VISNs.   
 
         In summary, there were 2,390,218 stakeholders, veterans, and members of 
the public briefed on the CARES process.  This represents a substantial increase 
of 2,107,501 stakeholders and veterans briefed from the total briefed in July 
2003.  The increase in stakeholders briefed is attributed to the release of the 
draft National CARES Plan and the CARES Commission hearings open to the 
For August, all VISNs submitted CARES Stakeholder Outreach information.  
Most of the VISNs used communication modes consisting of briefings, websites, 
e-mails and mailings (e.g., brochures, newsletters).  Of the 249,503 Veterans & 
Relatives contacts, 242,111 or nearly 97% were from VISN 4 mainly in the form 
of newsletters, briefings, town hall meetings and publications.  Of the 140,839 
Employee contacts, 20,485 or nearly 14.5 % were from VISN1.  Of the 4,484 
volunteer contacts, 1,092 or 24.4 % from VISN 3.  Finally, of the 3,825 VSO 
contacts, 666 or 17.4% were from VISN 4– mostly in the form of briefings, and 
town meetings. 
 
 Overall, of the 2,390,218 total stakeholders and veteran’s contacts 
1,987,900 (other) or nearly 83% includes all outreach in the form of mail outs 
(e.g., e-mails, brochures, mass mailings and newsletters) and 91% of these were 
in VISN 6. 
 
 The August analysis showed that the outreach activities reported with the 
Affiliates, Unions, Local Organizations, and DoD showed an increase from the 
previous month.   
 
         According to the Substantive comments concerns continue to be voiced in 
the majority of the VISNs focused on the overall CARES process (i.e., 
Congressional involvement, funding, accuracy of CARES data and impact), 
employee anxiety, mental stress on employees and veterans with regard to 
potential closures, and special populations.  Most of the substantive comments 
are from (VISN, 2), Canandaigua, NY due to the recommendation to transfer 
current services to other VAMCs in the VISN.  Other comments from (VISNs 
6,7,8, 22, 23) had comments related to the status of the CARES hearings, web 
site address CBOC’s and realignment of facilities and services. 
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Additionally, of the 2.390,218 stakeholders contacts, 333 or 0.014% were face-
to-face outreach contacts, and the contacts increased from 69 in July to 333 in 
August. 
 

 
Now that the CARES Commission public hearings have been scheduled and 
meetings have occurred the Networks and VISN level staff are reminded to

"Throughout the VA CARES planning process we were assured 
that homeless and mental health facilities weren’t involved or 
couldn’t be considered during this planning cycle.  Needless to 
say, the VA now plans on closing a major resource for homeless 
veterans (see below).  I advised the VA representatives, on 
number occasions, that we needed to address the need to expand 
these types of resources, as well as other mental health related 
programs.  Throughout the planning process we were advised that 
the discussed programs were not included in this cycle of the 
planning process. With exception to a few impatient (mental 
health) beds being requested, it now appears that the VA has not 
taken a uniform approach in the CARES planning process and we 
have lost an opportunity to begin addressing the needs of these 
veterans.  I find this situation to be unacceptable, and request 
congressional involvement and oversight in this matter."
